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| Brussels. 
Mr Dear FRIEND: We have found this a 
charming place; it is well built, with wide 
streets, very clean and contains objects that in- 
terest the stranger. We dragged up the hill 
rather feebly, but reached the hotel Bellvue, 
and found it most comfortable. Directly in 
Front of the hotel is the equestrian statute of 
Beater de Bouillon, the hero of the Crusades. 
This statute is most perfect in all its parts. 
The hero is clothed in armour, and grasps in 
one hand his sword, while with the other he 
reigns his fiery steed, who paws the earth as 
if imbued with the spirit of the occasion. The 
next morning we sallied out to take in all that 
was to be seen of interest; went to the Park, 
which is a beautiful promonade. It covers 
less ground than the Tuilleres, yet its trees are 
very stately, and offer as pleasant a walk as 
any one could wish. One view fromthe Park 
fi especially fine: standing at the fountain 
which fronts the chambers of representation, 
you can look in three directions with an unbro- 
ken view, for three of the walks centre here, 
and thus open in front a view of the palace of 
the Prince; directly on your right, at a dis- 
tance off, stands the Place Royal, with the 
statute of Boullion, that I have spoken of, 
while on the left another long vista presents 
itself. These large parks are the life of the 
people, they wander through them during the 
day, sit on the benches with work or book, 
while at night in some corner you find a con- 
cert, admittance ten cents, which opens the, 
door to the poor as well as the rich. | 
From the Park we went to the cathedral, or 
as it is ealled, the Collegiate church of St. 


Gudule, which is an ancient gothic edifice of | 


great height, and with an interior closely re- 
sembling the cathedral of Notre Dame,” in 
Paris. It is in a perfect state of preservation, 
and is not only a relic of former ages, but is 
perfectly convenient for public worship at this 
time. We arrived just in time to witness a 
ceremony of great pomp, which was very im- 
pressive, and the great tones of the noble or- 
gan cannot be forgotten. But the pulpit at 
once attacted us as a supurb work of art. Tis 
of carved wood, and is not only an exquisite 
piece of workmanship, but the conception is 
moet happy. It represents Adam and Eve 
driven out of Eden by the Angel, who appears 
on one side, wielding the shining sword, while 
Death stands on the other. The pulpit itself, 
is the Hollow globe, representing the world 
supported by the trees of Life and of Knowl- 
edge, teeming with fruits, while various ani- 
mals are perched on their branches. At the 
side of Adam, stands an Ostrich, and an Eagle, 
while Eve has the Peacock, the Ape, and the 
Parrot. The canopy of the pulpit is like a 
curtain, which is being drawn aside by little 
angels, while above stands the virgin holding 
the infant Saviour. At her feet lies the Ser- 
pent, and she is assisting the Saviour to thurst 
the cross into the Serpent’s head. This pulpit 
was carved by Verbergger out of one block of 
wood. The painted glass of the church is fine ; 
on the pillows are statues of the twelve Apos- 
tles. This church was built at different periods 
in 1273—in 1518. The dresses of the priests 
were gorgeous; the bells of Brussels chimed 


From the cathedral we took a carriage and 
drove to the Hotel de Ville, a fine old building 
four hundred years old, full of Gothic splendor. 
The exterior of the building is of highly carv- 
ed work, and very old. The Hall of Audience 
lost much of its splendor during the wars, yet 
it was pleasant to stand on the floor where so 
many councils of Charles the Fifth had delib- 
_ erated, and where the gay and beautiful of that 
day had assembled for fetes and balls. The 
walls of the grand égaloons and dining-rooms 
are covered with tapestry, made in Holland in 
imitation of the goblin tapestry. They. repre- 
sent scenes in history, and though faded, are 
Still interesting. One of Philip the Good, fa- 
ther of Charles the Bold, receiving a petition, 
and handing it to a monk to read, evidently 
showing that all learning at that time was com- 
mitted tothe priests. Another of Clovis applying 
for his bride, Clotilda, His conversion and bap- 
tism; the picture of the Duke of Alva; the 
beautiful face of Charles the Jmpudent ; pic- 
tures of Charles the Fifth, of Philip the Se- 
cond, his son; of Isabella of Castile, his grand- 
mother, and of Bloody Mary, wife of Philip: 
all hung at the entrance of the hall. We little 
dream of the thoughts that haunt the mind of 
one occupying so responsible a situation as was 
that of — 35 the Fifth. His dress is gay 
and ornamented, and the picture represents

What a life! these poor 
girls spend twelve hours bending over their 
work, straining to the utmost the nerve of the 
eye. We can hardly realize their sufferings, 
for it is suffering without hope. A thousand 


little operations most trying to the sight, almost 


totally destroy the eye after several years, 
What slavery can be more severe? and yet 
the world considers it right, and the cry is, “ we 
must encourage labor.” We saw them make 
three kinds of lace: the Valenciennes is the 
most simple, is made altogether with bob- 
bins. In the application lace, each flower is 
made with bobbins, but the minuttie is filled up 
by the needle. The most expensive is that 
made entirely with the needle, which is most 
trying. The poor women sit up and work by 
gas. A box for their relief was placed for the 
benevolent stranger, but the gifts are generally 
appropriated as a part of the profits. I must 
finish Brussels in my next, till then, adieu.

The Sixth Avenue (horse-car) Railroad is 
the most profitable in the city.

Whether they have “ seventh-day men,” 
we are not advised; we presume not; as noth- 
ing touches the heart of a monoply but the 
dollar. The loss of a mule would affect them 

seriously; the loss of a man not at all. 
But the same fact has been abundantly prov- 
en in the House of Commons, by the examin- 
ation of scientific men, in the presentation of a 
mass of evidence, the evidence of facts which 


could not be gainsayed, that a rest of one day 


in seven is essential to the physical well-being 
of man and beast. 
The experiment was made during the Rev- 
olutionary War, by sending several wagon-loads 
of provisions to the army posts, with directions 
that one portion of them travel daily, and the 
other should rest on Sundays.

IS HE HONEST? IS HE ABLE? 
We are told; this is the Jeffersonian test. It is 
to be applied in all cases to those who are candi- 
dates for office. It is to be taken for granted there- 
fore, that the followers and admirers of JEFFERSON 
—to wit the Democratic party expect to have the 
test applied to their candidates for the office of Su- 
preme Judge, at the next coming election. Of these,

Sach has been the character of men who have 
presided as supreme judges of the State, we are 

_ compelled henceforth to raise this enquiry. As to 
the reasonableness and justice of the enquiry, it 
would seem like throwing time away, to argue it.

What did this prove? That ability is not enough 
of itself to entitle a man to an office, especially if 
that office be important and responsible.

He must 
be morally fit, as well as ably endowed. Who ever 
thinks of separating moral quality from intellectual 
ability—in one who is called to preach the Gospel? 
Who confines the qualifications of a teacher of chil- 
dren in our public or private schools to mere 
scholarship or tact? Moral character, personal 
honesty, private life, are all important items, in the 
settlement. Even the grocer’s clerk must present 


with his proofs of ability. . | 
But it is assumed, virtually, by certain party 
papers, and we wonder at it, that this Jeffersonian, 
and also common sensonian test, shall not be applied, 
to at least one of the candidates now up for the 
‘Office of Supreme Judge. It is asserted that the 
public life only of the man is the property of the 
public ; with his private life the public has no right 
to meddle—that, is sacred, inviolable.

patriotism in our hearts and in the hearts of the 
people, than by an observance of of this memorable 
day. Sentiments are created and kept alive by re- 
peated impression. It is not enough that we are 
acquainted, through history, with the charaeter and 
deeds of Washington all those patriots to whom 
we and the world are indebted, aot enough that they 
are recorded in the book of the chronicles of our 
country : they require to be rehearsed in the great 
congregations. They should be spoken with all the 
impressiveness which their utterance can derive 
from great assemblies, and the devotion of a conse- 
crated day to their rehearsal. They should receive 

response from booming guns, moving the soul to the 

deep note of such artillery. The small cannon and 

fire-crackers and gingerbread observance by imita- 

tive youth, is no more incident to a fit notice than 

to the actual neglect of the day. Bombast may 

have prevailed in the orations; yet what is faulty 

in taste should be made the subject of just criticism 

and be corrected. The thing itself should remain. 

It is a mistaken idea that the spirit of our fathers 

can be perpetuated among us without means. We 

require to dwell upon their names and their unselfish 
deeds. It is thus that their influence is made to 

live in the popular heart. 

In the latest correspondence of Bayard Taylor, I 
notice mention of an interesting tradition concern- 
ing the Bonaparte family which may connect that 
family with the heroic Spartanrace. Mr. Taylor is 
visiting Maina, a mountainous portion of Greece, in 
order to trace among the Mainotes, who are clearly 
of Helenistic descent, their reputed unmistakable 
likeless to the ancient Greek type. In one of the 
villages he finds current among the inhabitants the 
following tradition, which I give in his own lan- 
guage : 

“There is a curious story connected with Vitylo. 
About a hundred and fifty yoars 805 say the peo- 
ple, emigration from Maina into Corsica was fre- 

uent; among others, the family of Kalomiris, or 
(both names are mentioned, ) from 
Vytylo, who, soon after their settlemeſt in Corsica, 
translated their name into Italian—@onaparte.— 
From this family came Napoleon, who was there- 
fore of Mainote, or ancient Spartan blood. Pietro 
Mavromakhalis, it is said, when he visited Napoleon 
at Trieste, claimed him as a fellow-countryman on 
the faith of this story. The Mainotes implicitly 
believe it : the emigration at the time mentioned is 
a matter of history, and the fact that the name of 
Be previously existed in Italy, is no proof 
that the Corsican Bonapartes may not map crags 
have been the Kalomeros of Maina. The thing is 

ossible enough, and somebody who is sufficiently 
interested in the present race of Bonapartes to make 
researches, would probably be able to settle the 
question.” 

The “ Dudley Observatory” controversy has exci- 
ted considerable attention, and threatens to defeat 
the object of a handsome munificence. The princi- 
pal donor, by whom the Observatory was establish- 
ed, was Mrs. Dudley, a wealthy widow lady of Al- 
bany. The trustees of the institution committed the 
care of it to a scientific council of eminent men. Dr. 
Gould was chosen Astronomer. For private rea- 


sons a majority of the Board determined to sacrifice 


Dr. Gould, and brought against him most serious 
charges. The council have resisted this attempt 
boldly, endorsing and sustaining Dr. Gould. Add- 
ed to this a meeting of highly respectable citizens 
of Albany, has been held and ‘resolutions passed, 
wholly coinciding with the position of the council. 
The council contains Professors Bache, Pierce and 
Henry. The Albany meeting was presided over 
by Stephen Van Rensaellaer, and addressed by Hon. 
D. D. Barnard and others. There can be little 


doubt but that the scientific council will be sustain- 


ed. They deny, on their responsibility, the charges 
against Dr. Gould: they refuse to see a man, em- 
inent for his attainments and abilities, sacrificed at 
the caprice of members of the Board ; and no As- 
tronomer of eminence will now be willing to take 
charge of the Albany Observatory in the present 
attitude of the trustees against such men of the sci- 
entific world as Bache, Pierce and Henry. 


The revival still prevails in many parts of the 
country.

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THE ATLANTIC CABLE. 

As much interest is felt throughout the entire 
country respecting the Ocean Telegraph, we give 
the following intelligence—to which also we add the 
reasons which seem conclusive that the present 
year’s work is a failure. 


The intelligence from the Atlantic Telegraph Ca- 
ble is very meagre and unsatisfactory. Public con- 
rise is look · 
ed upon with general distrust and fear. No news 
was received in New York of areliable character till 
the arrival of the ship Alice Munroe at Boston on 
the 16th inst., reporting having fell in with the 
steamers Ni and Gorgon on the 27th ult., in 
latitude 52.06 N, lon. 33. 15 W. Mr. Cyrus W. 
Field and an officer of the Niagara boarded the 
Alice Munroe, and stated that the ‘squadron had 
experienced very bad weather from the time of its 
leaving port, and were sixteen days in reaching 
their destination in mid dean. Two unsuccess 
attempts had made to lay the cable. The second 
attempt was made on the 26th ult. They bad 
payed out upwards of forty miles of cable, and were 
going along finely, when, at 12.45 on the 27th, the 
electric communication suddenly ceased. The Ni- 
agara and Gorgon then returned to the starting 
point, and were awaiting the arrival of the Ags 
memnon and Valorous, when a new splice would be 
made and the attempt to lay the cable resumed. 
All were well on board the Niagara. Her machin- 
ery worked admirably. Mr. Field was sanguine of 
the success of the enterprise. 

Since the departure of the vessel a great man) 
practical observations have been made, tending 10 
a doubt of the success of the expedition. Profes- 
sor Morse, it is well known, has his belief 
that the present attempt will be a failure.

SUBMARINE TELEGRAPHS. 


There are in the world some 950 miles of Submarine 
N ape laid down and in active use, of which the 
8 line, 340 miles, is across the Black Sea, from Varna 
alakla va, laid down in the year 1855: the next in length 
between and Holland llö miles, established 
in the year 1853. The longest line in the Western world is 
across the Guilt of St. Lawrance, 74 miles, put down in 
1856. The oldest line is that between Dover and Calais, 24 
miles. made in 1851, and the next in point of age is that 
from Dover to Ostend, 45 miles. laid down in 1852. There 
are three lines stretching from the Danish Seg ec across 
the Great Belt. 15 miles, across the Little Belt, 5 miles, and 
across the Sound, 12 miles. From Italy there are two line,, 
one connecting Sardinia and Coisica, 10 miles, and anotii- 
er connecting Corsica, with the lower peninenla, 65 miles. 
Besides the long line from Varnato Balaklava, which we 
have mentioned, there is another in the Black Sea, trom 
Balaklava to Eupatoria, 60 miles, both made uuder the 
‘stimulus of necessity, during the great Russian war. The 
American lines, besides the one across the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, are: across the Straits of Northumberland, from the 
continent to Prince Edward’s Island, 101z miles: across 
the gut of Kanso. Nova Scotia: across the gg Ale at 
Paducah; and across the St. Lawrei.ce at Quebec 
ous lines have been projected here. among others we may 
mention one from Florida to the Island of Cuba. at Hava- 
na. This would probaly lead to ee. from Cuba o 
Jamaica, Hayti and other West Indéan Islands, if not to 
Yucatan and other parts of Central ‘ind Southern Ameri- 
ca. Verhaps the most obvious Jines. however, are those 
which must be laid across the Northern lakes. The exten- 
tion of the electric 1 4 system on land in the United 
States is. like our railway building. surpassingly great, be- 
cause we pursue the cheapest methods of con ction, and 
allow the wires to be used freely by every n without 
any government supervision. We shall not probably de- 
vote much attention to the laying down of submarine 
cables until capital becomes more abundant, and the neces- 
ity of such lines more pressing than at present. All that 
has been done in the United States, in this business, has 
been achieved solely by ee e r while — 
of the European cables have bee n @id d atthe expense of 
the various Governments of the old world.
